Harris carries NDP banner 


in Red Deer-Mountain View

New Democrats have nominated 
Red Deer city councilor and retail 
business owner Paul Harris as the 
party’s federal election candidate in 
Red Deer-Mountain View, 

In a tightly contested vote Aug 24 in 
the Snell Auditorium of the Red Deer 
public library, Harris defeated Red 
Deer school trustee Dianne Macaulay. 

Members voted to destroy the 72 
ballots and make the nomination 
unanimous, however a party official 
described the result as “a close deci¬ 
sion.” 

Harris and his partner Terry Warke 
own Sunworks, a high-end home and 
garden decor shop in downtown Red 
Deer that describes itself on Facebook 
as “practitioners of good taste.” 

The nomination meeting also select¬ 
ed Doug Hart, a psychiatric nurse 


and college administrator, as its Red 
Deer-Lacombe candidate. With 63 bal¬ 
lots cast. Hart defeated First Nations 
activist Kathleen Swampy. 

Red Deer South MLA Barb Miller 
challenged the party faithful to “paint 
central Alberta orange,” in the federal 
election October 13. 

“This will not be a slam dunk for the 
Conservatives," Harris said. 

The Harris and Hart campaigns 
launched Wednesday evening with a 
door-knocking blitz in Red Deer in 
which some New Democratic prov¬ 
incial MLA’s, in the city for a caucus 
meeting, were invited to join. 

The Red Deer locale of the nom¬ 
ination meeting and campaign launch 
illustrates the rural urban divide in the 
new Red Deer-Mountainview riding. 

NDP riding president Stephen 
Merredew said the riding is split about 
50/50 between eligible voters in Red 
Deer and the rural part of the riding. 


However, Merredew sees a second 
division in the riding between small 
town and country voters. 

“In the provincial election, there 
were polls in the towns that voted 30 
to 40 per cent NDP,” Merredew said. 
“We did better in the small towns than 
in the purely rural areas.” 

“No question that if we work hard 
and connect with our vote outside Red 
Deer as well as in the city, we can win 
the riding.” 

“There is a world of difference 
between people who live in the city 
(Red Deer) and people who live in 
the country and the small towns,” 
said Innisfail NDP activist Patricia 
Norman. 

She and her husband Glenn were 
both NDP candidates in the provincial 
election. 

“I think we can deliver rural votes 
(to Harris) in the federal election,” 
Glenn Norman said. 


But he declined to predict a Harris 
victory. 

“I ran (provincially) to make a point. 
That doesn’t make me an expert 
on winning (the federal election)," 
Norman said said. 

Conservative candidate Earl 
Dreeshen said he has known the 
Warke family for many years and has 
collaborated with Harris on Red Deer 
matters including the $120 million in 
federal funding he arranged for the 
city. 

“So I’m disappointed with the 
reports that Paul has attacked me. I 
think it is disingenuous." 

Dreeshen said he is content to cam¬ 
paign on his record. 

“I’m not a boastful but my efforts for 
Red Deer as an MP are recognized and 
appreciated,” he said. 

“I’ve worked hard and will continue 
to do so.

Town council has asked town 
administrators to give it detailed docu¬ 
ments on former Chief Administrative 
Officer Roy Brown’s expenses since 
Oct 2013. 

The request came in a series of 
motions passed by council after an in 
camera meeting Aug. 13 and spelled 
out in meeting minutes released on the 
Town’s website. 

Council asked the administration to 
“provide all Town of Didsbury credit 
card reconciliations from October 
2013 to present”. 

These credit card statements will 


include Brown’s credit card usage, 
both a councilor and a member of the 
administration confirmed. 

Mayor Mousseau who chaired the 
meeting was away on a camping trip 
and not available for comment. 

As well, council asked administra¬ 
tion to give it “all Town of Didsbury 
Management expense reports from 
Oct. 20113 to present”. 

Again, these reports will include 
those submitted by Brown. 

The council motions set a deadline 
of Aug. 31 for that information. 

Council also asked that it be pro¬ 
vided, “Chief Administrative Officer 
expenses from Oct. 2013 to Dec. 2014 
and that the CAO’s expenses from Jan. 


2015 onward be broken out similar to 
Council’s budget report.” 

Administration was also directed to 
present a report to Council “on the 
CAO’s seminars, workshops and train¬ 
ing expenses from Oct, 2013." 

The motions included a request for 
an update to Council on the fire hall 
project “including copies of the RFP 
and tender documents.” 

Brown has been on sick leave since 
June 10, and is now on disability pay 
provided through the town’s insur¬ 
ance policy. 

Didsbury’s manager of public works 
and infrastructure Greg Skotheim has 
been appointed by council as acting 
CAO in the interim between Brown’s 


departure and the hiring of a new CAO 

The application process for a perma¬ 
nent Didsbury Chief Administrative 
Officer closed Monday and the selec¬ 
tion process will take place during the 
rest of 2015. 

No present employee of the town 
has applied for the job, although at 
least one made inquiries, sources 
close to the search told The Review. 

Evaluation of the applicants and 
interviews are to be conducted by the 
Ravenhill Group, a human resources 
search firm that specializes in help¬ 
ing municipal governments hire senior 
employees. 

The hiring process is expected to 
take several months to complete.

Heritage advisory group 
reviews policies

Insurance companies should 
not place obstacles in the way 
of Didsbury homeowners seek¬ 
ing formal designation as a herit¬ 
age site, says the town’s Heritage 
Advisory Committee (HAC). 

The committee has received 
complaints from homeowners 
who say their insurance compan¬ 
ies have refused to continue to 
insure them, or steeply raised 
their premiums. 

Town administration members 
discussed insurance practices 
with provincial heritage officials, 
Christofer Atchison, manager of 
legislative and development ser¬ 
vices, told the Heritage Advisory 


Committee Aug 27. 

“The denial of insurance has 
simply not taken place elsewhere,” 
he reported. 

Insurance premiums are some¬ 
times increased when a property 
receives a heritage designation, 
but that reflects the increase in 
the value of the property that 
the designation brings - and the 
increase is usually reasonable. 

The committee decided that 
there is nothing it can do about 
the situation after passing on the 
information from provincial offi¬ 
cials to homeowners. 

“It sounds like a problem we 
don’t have,” said committee chair¬ 
man Frank Grills. 

In other business, the commit¬ 
tee will review the vision, object¬ 


ives and policies preserving the 
heritage of the town’s commercial 
heart and the surrounding residen¬ 
tial area. 

The group will hold a detailed 
discussion of the central core 
heritage plan, the council- 
approved plan for construction, 
architectural features, signage and 
streetscape design in the historic 
heart of the town. 

HAC has members from town 
council, town administration and 
the public at large and meets each 
month. 

It is an informal working group 
and the heritage plan has some 
mandatory provisions, but much 
of its plan is advisory and pres¬ 
ervation of heritage depends on 
“buy-in” by property owners.

When it was decided to honour the First Nations, 
Metis and Inuit people of our conununity at this 
year’s Mountain View Arts Festival, museum director 
Frankie Kelly immediately arranged to display several 
of Mayor Rick Mousseau’s personal items. 

“Not many towns can lay claim to a First Nations 
mayor," says Kelly. “We need to celebrate that!” 

Mayor Mousseau will open the festival with a bless¬ 
ing Saturday morning and the celebration will extend 
to all four venues. Admire a Star Quilt at the Train 
Station. Learn about birch-bark biting at the library. 

At the museum, learn about former Didsbury resi¬ 
dent Amy Wilson, who nursed for years in a Whitehorse 
encampment serving 3,000 First Natioas and Inuit 
people. Wilson is buried in the Didsbury cemetery but 
her experiences are captured in her book, No Man 
Stands Alone: A Nurse in the Yukon. 

You can also check out a teepee and dance regalia, 
try on black bear and buffalo coats, learn Metis finger 
weaving, and sample gooseberry jam and moose saus¬ 
age. 

At the Artisan Village, talk with a Metis trapper and 
help prepare and eat bannock over a fire. Make drums 
and rainmakers, feathered necklaces and miniature 
Inuksuit, and keep bad dreams away by creating your 
very own dream catcher. 

Even the stage will be ablaze with First Nations cul¬ 
ture. Don’t miss the fancy footwork of the Metis broom 
dance and the amazing sight of Teddy Anderson jug¬ 
gling 30 hoops in the Ojibway hoop dance. 

In fact, don’t miss any of it — Sept. 12 and 13, right 
here in Didsbury.
